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OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  object  of  the  Institution,  under  His  Majesty’s  patronage,  is  to  promote 
the  cultivation  of  the  science  of  Music,  and  afford  facilities  for  attaining  per¬ 
fection  in  it,  by  assisting  with  general  instruction  the  natives  of  this  country, 
and  thus  enabling  those  who  pursue  this  delightful  branch  of  the  Fine  Arts,  to 
enter  into  competition  with,  and  rival  the  natives  of  other  countries,  and  to 
provide  for  themselves  the  means  of  an  honourable  and  comfortable  livelihood, 

PRIVILEGES  OF  SUBSCRIBERS . 

FIRST  CLASS. 

Contributors  of  100  Guineas  in  one  payment,  or  50  Guineas  and  5  Guineas 
annually,  are  considered  Governors ;  they  are  to  have  the  privilege  of  being 
present  at,  and  of  introducing  three  persons  to,  all  the  concerts,  trials,  or  re¬ 
hearsals,  which  shall  take  place  in  the  Institution,  and  all  the  public  examina¬ 
tions  of  the  pupils ;  they  will  also,  with  the  subscribers  of  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  classes,  have  the  recommendation  and  election  of  all  the  students  to  be 
admitted  into  the  Academy,  and  will  have  four  votes  for  each  student,  at  each 
election, 

SECOHD  CLASS. 

Contributors  of  55  Guineas  in  one  payment,  or  10  Guineas,  and  5  Guineas 
annually,  are  also  considered  Governors,  and  have  the  same  privileges  as  those 
of  the  first  class,  except  that  they  will  have  three  votes  only,  at  the  election  of 
the  students,  and  may  introduce  two  persons  only,  to  the  concerts,  rehearsals, 
and  examinations. 

THIRD  CLASS. 

Contributors  of  35  Guineas  in  one  payment,  or  5  Guineas,  and  an  annual 
subscription  of  three  Guineas,  are  to  have  the  same  privileges  as  the  former 
classes,  except  that  they  will  have  only  two  votes  at  the  election  of  the  students, 
and  may  introduce  one  person  only  to  the  concert..,  rehearsals,  and  examinations. 

FOURTH  CLASS. 

Contributors  of  12  Guineas  in  one  payment,  or  3  Guineas,  and  1  Guinea 
annually,  will  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  the  election  of  the  students,  and  a  free 
admission  to  the  public  examination  of  the  pupils  and  the  monthly  concerts 
given  in  the  Institution. 

The  first  payment  of  50,  10,  5,  and  3  Guineas,  will  include  the  subscription 
for  the  current  year. 

Any  person  contributing  beyond  any  of  the  sums  above  specified,  will  have  a 
right  to  the  additional  privileges  in  votes  and  admissions  which  respectively 
may  belong  to  the  amount  of  his  additional  subscription.
